W ASHINGTON* - The full story of 
how H ar­ 
old Talbott play ed politics with the nation's 
Air Force for the benefit of political friends is 
a long w ay from being told 
It penetrates deep 
into the A m erican political sy stem and illus­ 
trates how those who contribute in presidential 
cam paigns claim — and som etim es get — de­ 
fense contrat'ts at the expense of American de­ 
fense. 
And since the .4tr Force is now the mo.st im ­ 
portant arm of A m erican offense-defense, and 
because there is no place w here politics » 
m ore dangerous than the arm ed services, this 
colum n intends to tell m ore of the Talbott story . 
It will take several installm ents. 
The first installm ent pertains to the m anner 
in which Talbott canceled two contracts with 
the A m erican H y drotherm Co., in favor of 
a 
com pany newly organized by the brother of 
G overnor Caleb Boggs of D elaw are. 
The new com pany had practically no person­ 
nel. little experience and w as incorporated only 
on May 18 to begin a job on June 30 
Yet T al­ 
bott took unusual steps to let it gcft the job — 
after receiving l i t e r s from Senators John Wil­ 
liam s of D elaw are and John B utler of M ary land. 
R epublicans. 
The breaking of the A m erican H y drotherm 
contract w as som ew hat sim ilar to T albott’s a t­ 
tem pted breaking of the K aiser C om pany ’s con­ 
tra c t for an alum inum extrusion press near 
B altim ore. 
H arvey Alum inum officials had con­ 
tributed to the E isenhow er cam paign, and Tal­ 
bott, a big cam palgn-m oney raiser, w anted to 
help them . 
Five-Y ear C ontract 
H ere is the am azing story of how politics, not 
m erit, governed the Air Force aw ard of an 
im portant contract: 
A m erican H y drotherm first got the .Air Force 
contract to heat the MAT’s Base at M ountain 
Home, Idaho. 
It w as a negotiated contract 
based on the bids of three or four qualified 
heating experts; 
and while being negotiated. 
■American H y drotherm offered to furnish the 
experts for heating Dover, Del., and McGuire 
Field at P'ort Dix for 10 per cent less. 
The Air Force agreed and a five-y ear con 
tract, subject to cancellation at 
the end of 
every y ear, was tentatively arranged. 
Time, however, dragged on 
And when rt 
cam e to final signing, the .^ir Force dem anded 
that the contract be not for five y ears but sub­ 
ject to cancellation every 30 day s. 
Politically .Minded Talbott 
What had happened w as that the politically 
minded Secretary of the Air Force, anxious to 
please senators, had w ritten a letter to Senator 
John M arshall B utler of M ary land stating that 
a m istake had been m ade and that he would 
see that the heating contracts w ere canceled and 
re-advert i.sed. 
The Am erican H y drotherm Company im m edi­ 
ately protested 
‘‘You've already m ade public our bid,” Oliver 
Johnson, the 
H y drotherm representative told 
Air M ateriel P rocurem ent, “ now y ou give the 
price of our m anpow er to our com petitors and 
our com petitors can com e in and underbid us” 
f^olitics is politics, however, in Talbott’s .Air 
Force. 
■American H y drotherm ’s contract was to ex­ 
pire June 30. On June 29 its representatives 
went to Wright Field, w ere 
told the Air P'orce 
couldn’t talk, to come back at noon. 
At noon, the word was “ W'e can tell you 
nothing, come back at 2 p. m .”

m., the word was 
“ Come back at 4 
p m ” — then at A;,"« ), 


At 4 ;« ). they w ere told: ‘‘We are under in­ 
structions to say nothing to y ou.” 
“ But we are under c ontract.” Johnson pro­ 
tested. 
"T hat 
contract expires 
at m idnight 
June 30 
We have a force of m en on the job. 
In fairness we have to give the m notice.

c an’t fire nO men without notice.” 
Despite thi.s. it was only at 4 ,30 p. m. on 
June 
3 0 that A m erican H y drotherm 's installa­ 
tion engineers at Dover and M cG uire Field w ere 
told by total strangers th at som eone else w as 
taking over. 
The delay in notification obviou.sly 
w as for the purpose of letting the new’ com pany 
hire the old technicians aw ay from A m erican 
H y drotherm . 
The new com pany turned out to be P lant 
M anagem ent Corp., organized a few weeks be­ 
fore by Calvin Boggs, brother of the Republican 
governor of D elaw are, friendly to both Secretary 
Talbott and Senator W illiams of D elaw are. Gov. 
Boggs w as put in office with the heavy backing 
of the du Pont fam ily , one of the biggest con­ 
tributors to the Republican party . 
Talbott was 
chief m oney -raiser for the GOP in both 19 48 
and 19 52 
Political Know-How« 
The Air Force is supposed to let contracts 
only to ‘‘responsible com panies with adequate 
personnel and know-how. 
However, the Boggs 
organized com pany , at the tim e it bid. had a 
personnel of only three or four technical people. 
Thanks to Air Force delay ing tactics, however, 
it m anaged to hire all the 22 m en .American 
H y drotherm had at M cGuire Field. 
At Dover, the Boggs group also m anaged » o 
hire Cly de Thompson, who had quit .American 
H y drotherm a few weeks earlier for alleged 
‘‘m edical reasons.” 
Despite his alleged bad 
health. Thompson turned up later working with 
the Boggs firm . 
He had access to the cost fig­ 
ures and know-how of the com pany which had 
plenty of technical know how but not political 
know-how. 
At Dover, the Bogg.s group 
m n o w operating 
with th ree m en instead of the 23 m en used by 
.American H y drotherm . 
Only one of them has 
ever had any experience running a high tem ­ 
p erature plant.
